This action is in response to Applicant's submission dated August 20, 2010, in which 
Applicant amended claims 1 and 7, added claim 17, and cancelled claim 11. Claims 1, 7-8, and 
17 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the elected invention 
is free of the prior art and the form of the application is acceptable. The closest prior art is 
Cohen, EP-A-0 375 297, which teaches compounds suitable for the treatment of serotonin- 
receptor related diseases such as schizophrenia, sleep or appetite disorders (see page 1, lines 10, 
11; page 1, Formula 1; page 10, line 19). The difference between the tetracyclic compounds of 
the reference and the instant bicyclic compounds is the number of rings forming the polycyclic 
core of the compounds. 

Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
